Providence won't do 
for planning 


EOPLE in this country have ai- 
ways had 8. week spot for 
long-term economic planning. Not 
that many of the programmes out- 
lined and published ever get carried 
into practice, but the existence of 
ambitious plans, time schedules, 
priorities, and similar intellectual 
gadgets (even tucked away in some 
drawer) have always modified pub- 
lic opinion like some psychic tonic, 
perhaps as an inner hedge against 
the excessive reliance on miracies 
in the official policy. 


The lst of economic plans which 
have been prepared on behalf of 
the State is endless. 


Plan making reached its peak 
about ten yearg ago, when a spe- 
cial unit was set up to that end 
Since then both professional econo- 
mists and the man in the street 
have been hopefully watching its 
(alleged) progress. 


Improvisation 


Only a man of Mr. Sapit’s sta- 
ture has dared to proclaim that it 
is mere fiction and that we neither 
follow plans nor need them. We 
rely on improvisation instead. 


For quite some time the Min- 
ister’s opinion was considered her- 
esy. In the past at the very least 
lip service was paid to planning by 
official spokesmen, in deference to 
custom and public susceptibility. 
However, gradually the myth is 
being eroded. It seems that three 
factors have played a decisive role in 
this respect: the establishment's 
adamant refusal to commit itself to 
specific targets; the fact that pro- 


when means can be conjured out 
of the blue in the form of grants, 
donations, charity, credits, etc. 


People stubbornly refused to give 
up their traditional trust in provi- 
dence and continued te accept provi- 
dence as a fact of life. They atop- 
ped worrying, and merrily expected 
the current opulence to-last for for- 
ever. 


Unfortunately statistics, which 
thave been encouraging since the 
Six Day War, are beginning to 
play dirty tricks. They are begin- 
ing to show that something may 
not be quite satisfactory with our 
economic performance. And while 
not taking them all too seriously, 
they may still worth considering. 


Let us have a look, for example, 
at industrial output,. which is un- 
disputedly the core of our ecomo- 
mic progress. It is now running al- 
most one-third above the 1968 
average. However, about the same 
level had been reached last year. 
Indeed, the peak was reached in 
October last, and since then a 
slight decline has taken place. This 
may — or may not — be partly 
due to seasonal factors, and ohe is 
free to shrug off this fact as irrele- 
vant, but it should surely be taken 
note of. 


Labour shortage. 


One may be tempted to blame 
the labour shortage for this stag- 
uation. In March last year the 
number of work vacancies register- 
ed with the labour exchanges was 
almost twice the number of people 
looking for work, and one in three 
vacancies registered could not be 
filled. Of the industrial vacancies 
57 per cent were not filled. A sur- 
vey carried out by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics found that the 
labour shortage wasthemain cause 
for unused productive equipment, 
which amounted to one-quarter of 
the industrial potential.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
GAZA, — The Gaza Strip produced 
over 170,000 tong of citrus fruit in 
the recently ended 1971" season. This 


pa- compares with 80,000 tons in 1967 


and 167,000 tons last year. Total 
income from this year’s crop is esti- 
mated at over FL50m. 

The citrus industry — both pick- 
ing and packing in the Strip’s four 
packing ‘plants — provided employ- 
ment to over 10,000 people. 

The 170,000 tons break down as 
follows: 45,000 tons werd exported 
to Amman. for re-export to Saudi 
Arabia and Iran; 77,000 tons to 
Western Europe, where it sold at 
the same price as Israeli: citrus; 
27,000 tons to Eastern Hurope; and 
the rest to the local market. ᾿ 

The forecast for the 1972 season 
is in the order, of 200,000 tons.

Four persons were Killed and 
eight were injured in three traffic 
accidents yesterday. 

About four o'clock yesterday 
afternoon ἃ heavy lorry loaded with 
23 rolls of shee, metal, welghing 
440 kg. each, bumped into a smal- 
Jer commercial vehicle travelling in 
front of it as it was coming down 
the Kastel slope towards the Motza 
bridge on the Tel Aviv-Jerusaiem 
road, The force of the impact threw 
the smaller vehicle into the opposite 
lane, where it collided with two 
passenger cars coming from Jeru- 
salem. The heavy lorry itself 
had turned over and its load, roll- 
ing all over the road, hit-four more 
cars. 

The driver of the lorry and 8. 
woman passenger sitting beside him 
were killed-on the spot. Eight per- 
sons in the other elght vehicles 
involved in the crash were Injured, 
‘four of them seriously. They were 
taken to Hadassah Hosnttal in Je- 
rusalem, where all of them are re- 
ported out of danger. The other 
four were released after receiving 
first aid. 

Police were quick to clear the 
damaged cars away and restore 
traffic on the road. 

Tt is believed that the heavy lor- 
ry lost tts brakes coming down the 
Kastel slope.

Synagogue from Mishnaic

A large synagogue from the 
period of the Mishna and the Tai- 
mud was discovered in Kasrein in the 
Golan Helghts, by the Department 
of Antiquities and: Museums. During 
clearing operations, supervised by 
Dan Urman of the Department, the 
gateway and walls of the synagogue 
were uncovered. 

Kasrein ig situated about elght km. 
east of the B’not Ya'acov Bridge. 
‘During a survey of the Golan car- 
ried out after the Six Day War, 
the site was found to contain the 
remains of a settlement from the 
period of the Mishna and the Tal- 
mud. The survey team recorded, 
among other remains, ἃ, large public 
building which they tentatively 
identified as a synagogue, This
